York organization sailing under one of the names that is so sug- 
gestive these days, the Better America association, for pictures 
that will show the havoc and ruin that is being wrought by the 
forces of "radicalism" throughout the world. These scenarios, 
we we further informed, have been prepared by that recent 
apostle of hysteria and reaction, the Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis, 
who is a pet singer of that brand of evangelism that makes de- 
votion to the present economic order a prime requisite for the 
new concept of "Americanism." 
The Better American associa- 


tion, we infer, sends these pictures with the accompanying ma- 
terial f. o. b. Madison, without charge. 


We rather suspect that our good parson has been taken in 


by the lurid literature that forms such a large part of our mail 
these days. The mail bags are heavy with the gospel of the 
National Security league, the American Defense society and the 
Better America association,—organizations that are close to 
the money bags of Wall street.

schools, and forums of all kinds throughout the country. They 
seek to bniH a national state of mind wherein the man who ad- 
vocates progress and release from economic oppression is to be 
branded as an undesirable American. This game has been so 
thoroughly overworked that we are quite surprised that the 
alert Mr. McLaurin has been made a part of this propaganda at j 
this late date. 


Our good parson, \re suppose, is, always interested in serv- 


ing the cause of truth. And yet the week-end observations of 
Dr. McLaurin with respect to the conditions in Russia are quite 
at variance with those of H. G. Wells, the English writer who 
has just returned from Russia where he had an opportunity to 
study the real situation. Mr. Wells, who is opposed to the Com- 
munistic theory, went !j the original source for his investiga^ 
tions and did not receive his impressions in a factory job lot 
made by others to suit their own particular desires. 


The sordid pictures of violence and disorder that were so 


eloquently portrayed by Dr. McLaurin last Sunday do not quite 
jibe with the picture that is given by Mr. Wells.

Wells ironically writes that whereas he left Moscow as a city 
that was quiet as a June day he arrived in London to find Down- 
ing street barricaded and swarming with soldiers protecting the 
British empire against rebellion.

New York 'is chiefly 
a dairy state. They are hiring warehouses so that they may 
store and hold their wool until prices advance. 


But the G. F. L. Exchange will not confine its activities to 


cooperative buying and selling. It has a legislative program. 


The American Farm Bureau Federation has also adopted a 


legislative program. When these two organizations see the 
need of legislation to improve agricultural conditions and adopt 
legislative programs they are working along the right line. 


The farmers must put their own men in public office because 


they cannot expect remedial legislation, nor a square' deal from 
the politicians who represent the interests who are making 
money from the hard conditions of the people.
